Their habits of life are simple, and
methodical and they are good
neighbors, helpful and thrifty. It

; seems that the Mormons held their
lands under, n five years' lease and
this expired on the 31st of last
'August. Probably the people
thought that there was no fear of
expulsion and that they could de-

pend upon the good faith of the
Mexican government. This confi-

dence, if the report is true, has
been misplaced and they have been
iorced to leave the result of their
liard work to the Mexicans, who
will take possession of their prop-art- y

and find fields and orchards in
a "State of cultivation that could
never have been the case had these
people not settled there. It seems
to be a case where the interference
on the part of the goverment of
this country would not be mis- -

'placed, and tlie Mbrmons are en- -

titled to the'protectiou.bf this gov-

ernment. However, i Jiuiy.be that
the Amoricans having taken their
lands under a lease cannot insist
on a renewal of the term and thus
are in. the power of the. Mexican
government. Be this as it may, it

is barbarism to drive away these
farmers whon no objoctios appears
to have been raised against them,
except tho expiration of their lease,
and when tho colony is pronounced
to bo a garden spot it speaks well
for the industry and thrift of tho
dispossessed Mormons.
